TEAM NOTES AGAINST KANSAS CITY 

• Kansas City leads the all-time, regular-season series between the two teams, 23-13- 
11 

• Last Saturday's match was the first postseason meeting all-time between the two 
clubs 

• In the 2013 regular-season meetings, the teams played to a 0-0 draw at Gillette Sta¬ 
dium on March 23 in the Revs' home opener before KC earned a 3-0 win at Sporting 
Park on Aug. 10 

• New England is 6-12-5 in regular-season road games at Kansas City, including a 
0-2-2 mark at Sporting Park 

• Kansas City won the three-game series in 2012, going 2-0-1 against the Revs ... the 
Revs were held scoreless last year in all three meetings, losing 3-0 on March 17, 
drawing 0-0 on July 21, before the 1-0 loss at home on Aug. 4 

• The Revs will enter the 2014 season with a 501 -minute scoreless streak in regular- 
season games against Kansas City, but Andy Dorman's goal on Saturday was the 
team's first in any competition against Sporting since Rajko Lekic scored in the 38th 
minute on July 30,2011 

• 31 regular-season matches between the clubs have been determined by one goal 
or fewer... 12 games have been decided by a two-goal spread, while just three 
matches - including the 3-0 KC victory in August - have been decided by three or 
more goals 

• The teams have also met three times outside MLS regular-season competition: once 
in SuperLiga (a 1-1 draw in 2009), once in the U.S. Open Cup (a 5-0 KC win on May 
25, 2011) and once in the MLS Cup Playoffs (a 2-1 NE win on Nov. 2, 2013)

STAYING HOT AS TEMPS DIP 

While the New England temperatures are beginning to fall, the Revolution remains hot... the 
Revs are 5-0-2 in their last seven matches overall (since Sept. 21), and have won their last 
four matches in a row dating back to Oct. 12 ... included in that span were matches against 
the other four playoff teams from the Eastern Conference (against whom the Revs have gone 
2-0-2 in this stretch). 

BIG ON YOUTH, SHORT ON PLAYOFF EXPERIENCE 

While the Revs have benefited from a mixture of youth and experience all season, the youth 
scale has tipped in the playoffs ... Saturday night's starting lineup included eight players 
making their debuts in the MLS Cup Playoffs, and only three players - goalkeeper Matt 
Reis, defender Darrius Barnes and midfielder Andy Dorman - with experience in the MLS 
postseason ... additionally, second-half substitute Chad Barrett also has extensive MLS Cup 
Playoff experience with Chicago (2005-07) and LA (2011-12), but it was his first postseason 
appearance with the Revs. 

PLAYOFF MUSTACHES, NOT PLAYOFF BEARDS FOR THE REVS 

On Wednesday, fans may see an unusually high number of Revs sporting the beginnings of 
mustaches ... the team is not eschewing playoff beards, but rather several members of the 
Revolution are participating in Movember, the annual November men’s cancer awareness 
campaign ... Revs players who have committed to growing Mos (mustaches) to support 
Movember’s mission are Kevin Alston, Diego Fagundez and Chris Tierney as part of Gillette's 
#TeamGillette, and Scott Caldwell, Ryan Guy, Andrew Farrell, Stephen McCarthy and Kelyn 
Rowe as part of the Revolution’s team ... friends, family and fans are encouraged to show 
their support for men’s cancer awareness by donating to the Revolution’s Movember team 
(www.mobro.co/nerevolution), or to individual MOs’ (mustache growers’) campaigns. 

REIS JUST KEEPS STREAKING 

Matt Reis became the only goalkeeper in MLS history to finish a season undefeated when 
making 10 or more starts after he went 7-0-4 in his 12 league appearances ... he has kept his 
undefeated run going into the postseason now, racking up another win on Saturday night... 
on the season in all competitions, Reis is 10-1-4, his lone loss coming against eventual U.S. 
Open Cup champion D.C. United in the teams' quarterfinal match-up in June. 

REIS HITS THE BIG 2-0 

Saturday night’s start was Matt Reis' 20th postseason start as a member of the Revolution ... 
he is the fifth player in Revs’ team history to reach 20 postseason starts, joining Jay Heaps 
(28), Steve Ralston (24), and Taylor Twellman and Shalrie Joseph (21 each)... Reis is now 


9-6-5 in postseason action with the Revs, posting a 0.89 goals against average and seven 
shutouts. 

WINS IN A NEW CATEGORY 

Saturday’s win over Sporting KC was head coach Jay Heaps’ first postseason victory in coach¬ 
ing ... the second-year manager is no stranger to the postseason, however, as he holds the 
Revolution record for postseason appearances as a player with 28 ... Heaps is the fourth Revs 
coach to register a playoff appearance in New England. 

HISTORY REPEATS ITSELF? 

Saturday’s 2-1 win over Sporting Kansas City marked the Revs’ first playoff match at Gillette 
Stadium in four years and one day ... prior to Saturday, the Revolution’s last playoff match 
at home came on Nov. 1, 2009 - also a 2-1 win as the third seed in the East, but over the 
Chicago Fire ... the Revs can hope that history doesn’t repeat itself completely, though, as the 
Revs went on to drop the second match of the two-game series, losing at Chicago, 2-0, as the 
Fire advanced to the Eastern Conference Final. 

UNDEFEATED AT HOME IN MLS PLAYOFFS 

Saturday’s win against Sporting KC extended the Revolution’s postseason unbeaten streak 
at home to 14 games (10-0-4) as the team has never lost a home game in Foxborough ... 
included in that mark is 1-0-1 mark at Foxboro Stadium and a 9-0-3 mark at Gillette Stadium ... 
MLS Cup 2002, which was played at Gillette Stadium, is considered a neutral venue by MLS 
because it was a predetermined site, and the extra-time loss to the LA Galaxy is not counted 
in the Revs’ home postseason record, rather its neutral-site record ... considering the MLS 
Cup loss in the team's postseason record at Gillette Stadium, the Revs still remain on an nine- 
game undefeated run (8-0-1) at home in the playoffs since 2003. 

LONG TIME COMING FOR DORMAN 

ESPN FC writer Jeff Carlisle listed Andy Dorman among six under-the-radar players in the 
MLS Cup Playoffs, and his prediction could not have been more spot on ... making his first 
postseason start since MLS Cup 2006, Dorman scored the Revs’ first goal on Saturday 
and proved to be influential in the midfield for the Revs ... Dorman's goal was his first-ever 
postseason goal, adding to his two previous postseason assists ... Dorman’s last postseason 
appearance came in MLS Cup 2007, when he came on as a second-half sub against Houston 
at RFK Stadium, but prior to Saturday’s start against Sporting KC, Dorman’s last start in the 
postseason was MLS Cup 2006 (against Houston at Pizza Hut Park). 

ROWE’S A SOPHOMORE SENSATION 

Kelyn Rowe has been a huge factor for the Revs this year, and his goal on Saturday in the 
playoffs only improved his season ... Jay Heaps’ first-ever draft pick (number three overall in 
the 2012 SuperDraft) has had a tremendous sophomore campaign, scoring 12 goals and add¬ 
ing nine assists in all competitions ... that total includes a seven-goal, eight assist performance 
in 33 MLS regular-season games, and a four-goal, one assist performance in three U.S. Open 
Cup matches, as well as one goal in the MLS Cup Playoffs. 

THE ROWEING CONTINUES 

Kelyn Rowe scored the Revs’ second goal on Saturday against Sporting KC, and once again 
celebrated with his now customary goal celebration: Roweing ... Rowe, who has done the 
celebration twice before, was joined by several other teammates on the north field boards and 
“Rowed" to celebrate the goal. 

BARNES STEPS BACK IN 

Darrius Barnes became the third different Revolution player to start at left back in the last 
three games when he lined up on Saturday against Sporting KC ... Chris Tierney, the team's 
everyday left back this season, was unavailable with a right foot issue that he suffered in his 
last start on Oct. 19 against Columbus ... Kevin Alston - who started the season at left back 
before receiving his chronic myelogenous leukemia diagnosis in April - was unavailable after 
suffering a right hamstring injury in his last start at Columbus on Oct. 27 ... Barnes, who is one 
of only eight Revs players on the roster with MLS Cup playoffs experience (with any team), 
last started in the postseason in his rookie year (2009) - the last time the Revolution qualified 
for the playoffs. 

REVS SECOND-BEST IMPROVED TEAM IN 2013 

Revs head coach Jay Heaps has guided the Revs to vast improvements in 2013, as the 
Revolution was the second-most improved team in MLS this season ... in 2012, the Revs fin¬ 
ished with nine wins and 35 points, but saw their point total increase by 16 points to 51 points 
in 2013 ... the team’s 16-point improvement was the second-best in MLS behind Portland's 
23-point increase ... their 2012 record and point total saw them finish in ninth place in the 
East, but in 2013, the Revs jumped all the way to third place at season's end. 
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EAST RESULTS HELP BOOST RECORD 

With a 12-7-6 record against Eastern Conference teams in 2013, the Revs posted their 
greatest win total against conference foes in club history... the previous best was nine wins 
in 1999 (9-11) and 2005 (9-5-4)... the league’s unbalanced, conference-heavy schedule has 
contributed to the Revs’ high win total, but the team’s 12 wins this year surpasses the team’s 
total wins against the East in the last two years combined (nine: 3-6-7 in 2011 and 6-13-6 in 
2012, the first year of the unbalanced schedule). 

DEFENSE FINISHES STRONG, EXAMPLE OF SEASON-LONG STRENGTH 

The Revs defense ranked high all season and proved why in recent games ... on Oct. 27 inthe 
season finale, the Revs held a 1-0 lead from the 28th minute on to secure the win and ad¬ 
vance to MLS Cup Playoffs for the first time since 2009 ... on the season, the Revs recorded a 
1.12 goals against average to tie for the third-best mark in the league ... additionally, the team 
posted a club-record 14 shutouts to rank second in the league ... the team’s 1.12 GAA was the 
second-lowest in club history, three one-hundredths shy of the 2006 record mark of 1.09 GAA. 

DEFENSE LED BY ULTIMATE CAPTAIN 

Jose Goncalves, in his first season with the Revs, has anchored the stout Revolution defense 
all season ... earning the captain’s armband in May, Goncalves played every minute of all 34 
games this season - one of only three field players in MLS to do so - on the way to earning 
front-runner status as the league’s defender of the year... Goncalves also scored a pair 
of crucial game-winning goals (at Columbus on July 20 and at Montreal on Oct. 12), while 
anchoring a top-three MLS defense all year... the team’s 14 shutouts this season are a team 
record, and the team's GAA decreased from 1.29 in 2012 to 1.12 in 2013. 

GONCALVES CEMENTS PLACE AS DEFENDER, NEWCOMER FRONT-RUNNER 

The Revs’ defense has been rock solid since newcomer Jose Goncalves arrived via Switzer¬ 
land's Sion SC this off-season ... the 27-year-old Portuguese center back has anchored one 
of MLS’ top defenses, and he is the only Revs player to play every minute of every game this 
season ... Goncalves has been the team’s vocal leader - and club captain - all while helping 
integrating nine different defenders into the Revs’ four-man lineup through 34 games ... a 
mid-season favorite for both MLS Defender of the Year and Newcomer of the Year, Goncalves 
has been continually reinforcing his position as the awards’ front-runner with his recent 
performances. 

FAMILIAR PLACE FOR REIS 

In 12 appearances in 2013, Matt Reis played 995 minutes, qualifying for the MLS leader- 
boards... Reis finished the regular season with an 0.72 goals against average, the best mark 
is MLS ... the 0.72 GAA is Reis' best single-season mark, surpassing an 0.96 GAA he posted 
in 2009. 

FAGUNDEZ CRACKS CLUB TOP-10 SCORING LISTS ... 

Diego Fagundez moved into a tie for 10th place with Andy Dorman (17 goals) on the club 
career scoring chart on Oct. 19 after scoring against Columbus ... the midfielder is also tied 
for eighth in game-winning goals (six) on the club career chart... Fagundez has enjoyed a 
breakout season with 13 goals and seven assists in 2013 after scoring four goals and adding 
three assists in his first two seasons combined with the Revs. 

... AND BECOMES MLS’ TOP TEENAGE TALENT 

With his 17th career goal on against Columbus on Oct. 19, Diego Fagundez became MLS’ 
highest-scoring teenager in league history ... he entered the game tied with Eddie Gaven, who 
scored 16 goals in his teenage years ... Fagundez now claims the record to himself, and also 
has a full season left to add to his total as he does not turn 20 until February 14, 2015. 

TIERNEY MOVING UP THE CHARTS 

Chris Tierney continues his climb up the Revs' career charts ... now in his sixth MLS season, 
Tierney is currently ranked in the top 10 in nine different club career records, including: ap¬ 
pearances (eighth, 131), starts (120), minutes played (eighth, 10,537), assists (eighth, 21), 
game-winning assists (third, 10), corner kicks (third, 216), assists per game (fifth, 0.16) and 
assists per 90 minutes (fifth, 0.18)... Tierney is the Revs’ second-longest tentured player on its 
current roster, behind 11-year man Matt Reis. 

DIEGO DOES IT WITHOUT HELP 

Of Diego Fagundez’s 13 goals this year, all 13 have come from the run of play... looking at 
the league’s top six goal scorers, only Marco Di Vaio (20 goals, all from the run of play), and 
Dominic Oduro (13 goals, all from the run of play) can claim all their goals from the run of play 
... Vancouver’s Camilo Sanvezzo (22 goals, five from PKs), Chicago’s Mike Magee (21 goals, 
four from PKs), and LA’s Robbie Keane (15 goals, five from PKs) - the league’s first, second 
and fourth-leading goal scorers - have benefited from being their team’s penalty taker. 

FAGUNDEZ FINDS HIS TEAMMATES 

Diego Fagundez has recorded seven assists this season, tied for second on the club ... save 
for Robbie Keane and his 11 assists, Fagundez has more assists than any of the league’s top 
six goal scorers this year, and the fourth-highest assist total of any MLS player with 10 or more 
goals this year (Keane -16 goals, 11 assists; Federico Higuan -11 goals, nine assists; Landon 
Donovan -10 goals, nine assists). 


YOUNGINSGUNNIN’ 

With five of the team’s 11 starters 23 years old or younger on Saturday against Kansas City, 
almost half the team’s players were “young guns”... with Diego Fagundez (18), Andrew Far¬ 
rell (21), Kelyn Rowe (21), Dimitry Imbongo (23) and Juan Agudelo (20) all starting, the Revs 
fielded an incredibly young team where the field players’ average age was 23.8 years old 
(25.1 years old including goalkeeper - and 38-year-old - Matt Reis). 

ACADEMY SYSTEM PAYING OFF FOR THE REVS 

Two regular Revs starters are products of the team's own MLS youth academy program, 
and Homegrown players overall have been a tremendous boost to the club this year... the 
Revs' products include Diego Fagundez, (31 games, 2,427 minutes, team-leading 13 goals 
and seven assists) and Scott Caldwell (29 games, 2,174 minutes, two assists), who were 
signed from the Revolution Academy ... Juan Agudelo (acquired via trade from Chivas USA) 
is a product of the New York Red Bull’s Academy and has played 20 games overall (1,402 
minutes) and scored nine goals and two assists this season ... Fagundez (18 years old) and 
Agudelo (20 years old) have combined to score 20 of the team’s 49 goals this year, while 
Fagundez and Caldwell (22 years old) have combined for nine of the team's 45 assists. 

REVS’ HOMEGROWNS PROVIDING LEAGUE’S BEST BANG 

The Revs’ own Homegrown duo of Diego Fagundez and Scott Caldwell was this year’s top- 
producing Homegrown products of any team’s own currenly-rostered Homegrown players 
... their 13 goals topped all Homegrown players while the pair’s combined total of 51 starts 
ranked second ... the combined 4,601 minutes played ranked second among all teams' 
Homegrowns (Columbus had 57 starts and 5,106 minutes between four players)... addition¬ 
ally, the Revs were third in games played (60, to Columbus’s 68 spread over four players and 
LA’s 64 spread over four players), and tied for first in assists with nine. 

CALDWELL COMING THROUGH 

Scott Caldwell has quietly worked his way into the MLS rookie of the year debate with 
unheralded strong, consistent play throughout the season ... Caldwell proved it again against 
Philadelphia on August 25 recording his second assist of the season ... Caldwell, who primar¬ 
ily plays as a holding defensive midfielder, played a perfectly weighted through ball to Diego 
Fagundez who finished his eighth goal of the season ... often underrated, his teammates have 
made their case: @juanagudelo (July 17) - “Scott Caldwell is the most underrated midfielder 
in the league. #NERevs" and @2Fast2Farrell (Aug. 18) - “Watching replay of the game last 
night have to say my man @scaldwell15 balled out, doesn’t get enough credit for his great 
play #balla”. 

250 IS THE NUMBER FOR REIS 

Matt Reis made his 250th start in goal as a member of the Revs in New York on Oct. 5 ... 

Reis is second only to Shalrie Joseph in games played (254 to Joseph's 261) and games 
started (252 to Joseph’s 254) as a member of the Revolution ... he made his 250th appear¬ 
ance for the Revs on Sept. 28 ... Reis also owns almost every New England goalkeeping 
record including games played in goal (254), games started in goal (253), minutes played in 
goal (22,697), goals against average (1.31), wins (93), saves (989) shutouts (66) and save 
percentage (72.3)... Reis is in his 16th MLS season, and his 11th with the Revs, after begin¬ 
ning his career with LA in 1998. 

DEFENSIVE ROTATION 

While the Revs continue to post one of the league's best defenses, it hasn’t been because of 
consistency on the field ... a total of nine different players have started and played along the 
defense this year, but the Revolution still rank high in MLS in team defense ... Kevin Alston, 
Darrius Barnes, Bilal Duckett, Andrew Farrell, Ryan Guy, Jose Goncalves, Stephen McCarthy, 
A.J. Soares and Chris Tierney have all played along the backline this season. 

HE IS IRONMAN 

Jose Goncalves was one of just three field players to play every minute of every game for his 
team during the 2013 regular season ... Goncalves started at center back for the Revs for all 
34 games, playing a total of 3,060 minutes ... Chicago’s Jalil Anibaba and Austin Berry were 
the only other two field players to play all 3,060 minutes for their clubs. 

“HOMETOWN” FEEL ON THE ROSTER 

Four players on the Revs' roster are New England natives, giving the team a true hometown 
feel... Scott Caldwell (Braintree, Mass.), Charlie Davies (Manchester, N.H.), Diego Fagundez 
(Leominster, Mass.), Chris Tierney (Wellesley, Mass.) are all New England products, grow¬ 
ing up in the Bay State or the Granite State ... both Caldwell and Fagundez played for the 
Revolution Academy and are Homegrown players ... Caldwell was the youth teams’ first-ever 
captain and just completed his stellar four-year career at Akron. 

MLS INSIDER: THE GREATEST SAVE 

Goalkeeper Matt Reis makes saves for a living, but on April 15, he made the greatest save of 
his life ... standing at the finish line of the Boston Marathon with his son and family while wait¬ 
ing for his wife, Nicole, to cross, Reis’ family was shocked by the bombings ... his father-in- 
law, John Odom, was critically injured, and Reis helped save his life ... check out the touching 
MLS Insider feature on the Reis/Odom story on revolutionsoccer.net or mlssoccer.com.
